Winter (accozding to Iſtronomtcall computatis 
on) began the 12. day of December, 163 >. at what 
time the Dunne entred into the firft minute of the 
Deut herne and trapicallſigne Caprieornus, making 
the dayes ſhozteſt. and the nights longeft, at which 
time he began dis Noztherne Pzogrefle tolnards 
the Gguatoz. This quarter is of its owne nature 
cold and dzy, at which time the earth is at teſt, and 
teaſeth ts bzingfozth, that it may gather together 
again, and reconer the loſt Frength againſt — 


or, 
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mer, from whence Minter moſt commonlp bindeth 
theearth, which it warmeth and couereth with 
ſnow as with a garment, and refreſheth it with 
ſtoze of raine, foz ſnow and ice are comtoztable to 
Co:ne, and b:ingeth plenty of all things. Ind af= 
ter the Dunne hath accompliſhed his laſt degrees 
vnder Aquarius and Vilces, Hee opcneth the earth 
with new and pleaſant gates of winde, and pzep a= 
reth the Dpzing time. Ind this is the general and 
pꝛoper temperament of euery quarter ofthe yeere, 
which is alwaies to be conſidered in Meteoꝛology, 
leſt that we ſpeake of flowers in Winter, and of ice 


in Dummer. 
Of the Spring. 


The Dp2ing beginneth at the Dunnes entrance 
into the firſt minute of Aries, making then the dates 
and nights of an equall length thzoughout the 
wezld, which hall bee this peere the eleuenth of 
March, This quarter is by nature hot and moiſt; 
foz then the Dun is both come neerer vnto his 
verticall point, and alſo to ſtarres of a hotter na⸗ 
ture, cauſing thereby the dꝛper winds to blow ; of 
which is Subtolarws, and Fauonius, called the Welt 
windes, wherewith ſuperfluous humozs are waz 
ſted and conſumed, the ſeed? conuentently ſowne, 
and the ground ſtirred and made fir to bzing fozth ; 
which ſetteth fozwward Trees, Wines, Flowers, 
and Leaues, and bedecketh the earth with G:affe 
and Mearbes. But becauſe the new and tender 
Coꝛne lately ſpꝛung vp,requireth moiſtning ſhows 
ers, there ariſeth in the moꝛning Pleiades, Hy ades, 
and Orion, and in the evening Arcturus, tempeſtu⸗

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ous and moiſt Farres, which Firreth vp raine and 
moiſt windes. At the length the Dun (comming 
to Gemimt) moueth a conuentent and temperate 
heat to the foziner ſeed time. 


Of Summer. 


Summer beginueth at the Dunnes ingreſle ins 
to the firſt minute of the No:therne and Tropicall 
ligne Cancer, which will bee the 12 of lune. This 
quarter is by nature hot and dzp, at whole begin= 
ning there ariſeth Preſepe, Aſelli, and ather fixed 
Starres of a mopſtning vertue, from whence by 
the Sunnes acceſſe is ſtirred vp ratne to bꝛing foꝛ⸗ 
ward To:ne and other fruit. But after that the 
things growing from the earth haue attained a 
tuſt «increaſe, and by heat, waxeth toward maturiz 
tion and ripenelle, the Dunne app:oaching the hot 
ligne Leo, there ariſeth dyrius and Procion, which 
are Dtarres of a hot conſtellation : Therefoze 
great heat is ſtirred vp. co the tempering whereof 
the Echeſian windes blow in the day time; after= 
ward the Dunne comming to Virgo, the ſatd heat 
is mitigated by little and little, and at the riſing 
of Arcturus it bzingeth raine, 


Autumne, or Harueſt, 


AZutumne beginneth the 14. of September, when 
the Dunne entreth into the firſt minute of the E= 
guinociall ligne Libra, making then the nights e⸗ 
quali with the dayes. This quarter is by nature 
coſy and d2zy, foꝛ the heat ceaſsth with the Dum= 
mer paſſed, Ind although plentifull ſhowers =

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then fall ſo that the Mintage is then abundant, and 
the Minter ſeed⸗ time is made moe commodious: 
vet notwithſtanding the remaining heat of the aire 
dohich by the Dunnes acceſſe to hot Starres tn

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Why the Church keepeth the memori- 
all of theſe Feaſts, and why they 


are called moueable. 


eptuageſima is ſs called, becauſe it contained 70. 
Mayes: foz it beginneth a dominica in qua cadit 
Alleluia, and is extended Ad diem dominicam in albis. 
The Church celebzateth this Feaſt in remem⸗ 
bzance of the 70. peeres wherein the Thildzen of 
Iſracl liued in captiutvy tn Babylon. The firſt Sun⸗ 
day in K ent, ts called Qusdrageſima, becauſc that 
from this Dunday Vique ad cœnam Dow1ni,are con= 
tained foꝛty dapes, and the celebꝛation of this feaſt 
is vept;/as a memoꝛ tall that Moſes faſted 40. dates 
when he recetued the Decalogue : oz elſe becauſe 
Chzitlt faſted 0. dayes, and overcame the tempta⸗ 
tions of the Diuell, Paſcha (ſaith Saint Hic: om) 
hebraicT dicitur Phaſe, non a paſſione (vt plerique ar- 
bitrantur) ſed a tranſitu nominatur: becauſe the de⸗ 
ſtroper ſeeing the blood vpon the dooꝛe⸗ peſts of the 
Iſraelites, paſled by and ſtroke them not. The 
Church ſolemntzeth this Feaſt tn remembrance 
that Chziſt dye d and role againe, andtherebypaſ= 
ling from death to lite, made (as notetb Dotut 
Auguſtinr) a way foz vs that belecue hin Reſurre= 
tion; that we alſo may paſſe from death to life aca 
cozding to the ſayiug ot our Loꝛd: Qui credit in me 
tranſit a morte ad vitam.
